Sandwich Islands Correspondence. — 


Maxawao, Mavi, Hawaiian Islands, 
August 17, 1857. } 
Eprrors Paciric: Since I last wrote you 
the Hawaiian nation and foreign residents at 
the Islands have sustained an irreparable loss 
in the death of the Hon. Wm. L. Lee, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court and Chancellor 
of the Hawaiian Kingdom. His age was thir- 
ty-six, about ten years of which he spent in the 
service of the Hawaiian government. A bio- 
graphical sketch of Mr. Lee, correctly and taste- 
fully written, though anenymously, and pub- 
lished in the Commercial Advertiser of June 
‘11th, you may have seen. I say correctly writ- 
ten. It isso touching his birth, education, 
and labors at the Islands; the general excel 
lence of his character, and the esteem and love 
which he secured from all classes. He might 
have said more of his excellent influence as an 
advocate of strict temperance principles, and 
asaman of pure and elevated morals. In 
Judge Lee, all who knew him, chiefs, people 
and foreign residents, had an example worthy 
of their constant imitation. Words are too 
feeble to express the loss sustained by all 
classes in the removal of so bright an example 
of all that was pure and lovely, and of good 
report. I think of the vacancy thas made in 
the society at Honolulu, with emotions of up- 
feigned grief. More might have been said of 
his kindness to the poor of Hawaii. This was 
exhaustless. Others have been kindly consid- 
erate; Mr. Lee excelled them all. His advice 
and pecuniary aid saved multitudes of them from 
the meshes of the law. He loathed injastice 
and oppression in all their forms. He sympa 
thized deeply with the enslaved of the United 
States. Had he remained there he would have 
been a worthy successor of his revered father, 
whose bouse often became a refuge for the fa- 
gitive from Southern oppression ; so Mr. Lee 
informed me. 
-You will be glad to hear a fact that you 
will not learn from the “ biographical sketch” 
in the Commercial, that Mr. Lee a short time 
before his lamented death, confessed Christ be- 
fore men; was baptized in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 
and with a few Christian friends, commemora- 
ted the dying love of his Redeemer. In this 
public act of this model man—this friend of 
his species—I greatly rejoice as by it he re- 
nounced all claim to acceptance with God on 
the ground of native goodness, and cast him- 
self on the Lord Jesus Christ for pardon and 
eternal life. I rejoice also that our friend con- 
fessed Christ before men, thus renouncing the 
world, and casting in his lot with the people 
of God. Wicked men, despisers of Christ 
and his salvation, cannot now, as they might 


“ Pirst Pure, then Peaceable—without Partiality and without Hypocrisy.” 
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have done, point to the moral life of Judge 
Lee, and claim him as one of their number, as 


they have all along done. In this the friends 


of Christ may well rejoice. 

Hon. Elisha H, Allen, late Minister of Fi- 
nance to his Magisty, succeeds Judge Lee as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. He is 
an older man than was Mr. Lee, and has had 
experience in public life. May he be enabled 
to pursue as upright a course, and give as 
good satisfaction as did his predecessor in office. 

About the time of Judge Lee’s death, the 
California Chronicle contained a very unjust 
and abusive article aimed at G. M. Rob. 
ertson, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
reflecting also with some severity on Judge 
Lee. It seems that Mr. Robertson had once 
been a whaler, a crime unpardonable in the 
eyes of some men, A lawyer by the name 
of Campbell from your city, but latterly 
of Honolulu, had, in the opinion of the 
Judges of the Supreme Conrt, been guilty 
of some misdemeanor as a lawyer, and his 
name was stricken from the roll of practition- 
ers of the Court. Of the merits of the case I 
know nothing, but as Jadge Lee declined to 
receive Campbell's communication in the shape 
of an appeal, I haye no doubt of the justice of 
the action in the case. Hence the low abusive 
attack through the Chronicle on Mr. Robertson 
and others. Judge Lee himself, like Hugh 
Miller, learned the trade of a stone-cutter, and 
was never ashamed to be known as a working 
man. Hehad always @ good word for the 
working classes. ‘The article in the Chronicle 
I presume, injared no one but the writer of it. 
Judge Robertson, I am happy to say, is an in- 
dustrious, upright man—a man of principle, 
and a blessing to the Hawaiian nation. 

You may have noticed in a late Commercral 
Advertiser the recent death of the Hon. John 
Young, late Minister of the Interior, and a 
bosom friend of the late King Kamehameha 
Ill. The Commercial remarks that his death 
“ was sudden, but not unexpected. His health 
had long been debilitated from the too free use 
of spiritous drinks, which had rendered him 
incapaciated for basiness duties, though his 
death was probably hastened by the influenza. 
His failing was one which is too common even 
now among his compeers, and which mast in- 
evitably result in the extinction of the ancient 
line of chiefs unless checked.” A writer for 
the same paper had sometime before declared 
that the Minister of the Interior, Mr. Young, 
who then filled the office, was wholly imcapa- 
ciated for business by his drinking habits. He 
declared that the example and influence of cer- 
tain men who stood about the King Kame- 
hameha III. in ridiculing total abstinence 
principles had caused his death, and were caus- 
ing the ruin of others. Whether any reply 
was ever made to these paragraphs—more 
truthful than poetical—I do not know, though 
I think likely. 

Oa reading the remarks touching Mr. 
Young’s death, the cause of it, and the danger 
that the line of the chiefs would be extinguish- 
ed, I expected that the Polynesian, the govern- 
ment paper, WOuld flare up, and come down 
upon the Commercial in Way of remonstrance, 
something on this wise: “ We are sorry to ad. 
mit that what you say of Mr. Young's habits 
is too true. But was it kind in you to publish 
those offensive paragraphs concerning one so 
loved and respected? You, as all know, are 
the organ of Young America, who is on the 
lookout for occasion to pelt government men 
and measures. Had one of your own clique 
gone to his long home by the same agency we 
should probably have heard of apoplexy oreome 
equally satisfactory cause of dying. Please 
recollect that government men are not the only 
ones who fill a drunkard’s grave, nor the only 
ones who, in spife of the warning of the wise 
man,‘ look wpon the wine when it is red, when 
it giveth his color in the cups, when it moveth 
itself aright’; nor the only ones who find that, 
‘at the last ic biteth like a serpent and sting- 
eth like an adder,’ ‘Physician heal thyself.’ 
‘Those who dwell in glass houses should be a 
little careful of casting stones.’” Something 
like the above I think the Polynesian might 
have suggested to the Commercial ; and had it 
done 80, I should have felt a spice of sympathy, 
for Mr. Young had many excellent qualities. 
Besides, I do not think it becoming any news- 
paper proprietor (the Commercial has no ed- 
itor) who advertises the druokard’s drink, to 
say a word of the drunkard’sdeath. Had Mr. 
Damon of the Seamen's Friend, alluded to the 
cause of Mr. Young’s death as truly and plain 
ly as did the Commercral, it would have savored 
of propriety ina much higher degree, to say 
the least, as the editor of that paper has faith. 
fully warned all classes, chiefs and people, for- 
eigners and Hawaiians, of the danger of tasting 
the intoxicating bowl, and as a consistent ad- 


vocate of temperance, he has refused to pollute 
his sheet with advertisemen’s to serve as 
guides to places where “liquid damnation” is 
sold, wholesale or retail, to suit customers. 
Till this otherwise fair sheet, the Commercial, 
shall cease to advertise rum, wine, brandy, 
whiskey, and theatres, in. vain will it warn 
chiefs of the danger of indulging their appetite 
for stroog drink, in vain will it point to the 
tombs so prematurely opened, of the beloved 
Kamehameha III., and hig bosom friend and 
compeer, the amiable John Young, Esq. 

Since writiog the above, I see the editor of 
the Polynesian accuses thé. Commercial of ut- 
tering a falsehood in what it said of Mr. 
Young’s drinking hahits, asd consequent death. 
And he coolly accuses his confrere of malignan- 
cy! This isa real staggerer! and will, I am 
confident, cut off the editor from all sympathy 
with those who knew Mr. Young. But asthe 
poor man is determined to continue his advoca- 
cy of fashionable drinking, he must ignore the 
intemperate habits of Mr. Young, and his con- 
sequent rain, though at the expense of truth 
and decency. An editor who ignores what 
every one knows to be facts, cannot long in- 
flict injary on any community, *“ Lying lips 
are an abomiyation tothe Lord.” 

Every reflecting person ‘must be affected 
with the fearful responsibility of men who oc- 
cupy elevated stations in Church or State. 
The Apostle Paul felt this deeply when he de- 
clared, “If meat make my brother to offend, I 
will eat no flesh while the world standeth, lest 
I make my brother to offend.” And this, let 
it be noted, in relation to a thing of no char 
acter ; for he adds, “ neither it we eat are we 
the better, neither if we eat mot are we the 
worse.” Still, if the eating of meat by the 
Apostle, under certain circumstances encour- 
aged men of less enlightened consciences than 
his own to offend, he woul@ die rather than 
taste a morsel. In another eonnection he de- 
clares, “It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to 
drink wine, nor to do any other thing whereby 
thy brother is made to stumble.” How much 
more would he have felt the duty 6f abstinence | 
in regard to things injurious it hemseleves con. 
sidered ; in the indulgence, for instance, of an 
unnatural appetite, which, in his own case, 
might imperceptibly strengthén, and which 
might utterly and speedily ruin men of weaker 
resolution and less physical stamine. Noble 
man ! How few are like minded. How few 
are willing to deny themselves even in things 
absolutely injurious to themselves, and the use 
of which will encourage others to commence a 
course which will result incertain ruin. How 
many among us not only chiefs and natives, but 
foreigners also, have been drawn into the slough 
of sensual indulgence by the example of men 
of influence. When will the strong learn to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, and not to 
please themselves? When will everyfman learn 
to please his neighbor for his good to edifica- 
tion ? 

If you see the Commercial Advertiser and the 
Polynesian of late, you will notice a warm dis- 
cussion through the columns of those papers on 
the subject of Oahu College. It commenced in 
the Commercial, and I think I may truly say, 
that the first note of opposition to the College 
took us all by surprise. It was in the place of 
an editorial, though as the paper has no editor, 
no one seems to be responsible for anything 
said in the place of an editorial. Mr. E. G. 
Beckwith had been chosen President of the 
College, and had been inaugarated. Rev. 
Daniel Dole had been dismissed from bis office 
as Professor of languages, and Mr. G. E. Beck” 
with chosen in his place. Both these gentle- 
men entered upon the duties of their office, and 
things have gone on prosperously till within a 
few weeks, when a severe, and as I think, an 
groundless attack has been made upon Rev. 
Mr. Armstrong, President of the Board of 
Education, and upon President Beckwith of 
the infant College. Why the gentlemen who 
oppose the College and aim their blows at the 
reputation of Messrs. Armstrong and Beckwith, 
waited till they had both left the islands for 
the U. 8., to plead in behalf of the College, to 
secure funds and additional teachers, is best 
known to themselves. It has the appearance 
of a waot of manliness, to say the least. . I 
trust the friends of Christ, and a sound and 
thoroug! education will hold on to the College, 
and I have no doubt that the good people of 
New England and other States, will aid us. 
You can easily guess between whom is the con- 
troversy, When I assure you that one or two of 
the most virulent opposers of the College are 
Romanists. But if God be on the side of the 
infant institution it need not fear.

Though her sun went 
down in @ cloud, not enjoying the exercise of 
ber reason at the time of her deatb, still as she 
had long been a consistent christian there is 
much ground to hope that she died in the Lord. 
Aug. 14th, Mrs, Mary K. Olark, wife of Rev. 
Ephraim Clark, died at Honolela. She bad 
been at the islands more than twenty-nine years, 
a devoted, laborious, self-denying missionary. 
She had her reason to the last, and gave much 
evidence that to die was ga‘n. 

We have all been afflicted with the influenza, 
natives and foreign residents. Not a few of 
the aged and feeble among the people have 
died. At present most are recovering, and 
we hope for a season of usual health. 

I might speak more at length of the state of 
things among us, but as I am full, I will not 


add at present, except to tender you my best 
wishes for the increased usefulness of your ex- 
cellent paper. I remain your brother in the 
work of the Lord.

AGRICULTURAL. 
Stock Breeding. 


BY M. LEONCE DE LAVERGNE. 


Lavergne informs us that wool has always 
been the primary object with the French far- 
mer ; meat only a secondary object ; while with 
the English farmers, the reverse has always 
been the favorite policy. He does not tell us, 
that now the carcase of an Knglish va is 
worth more than the carcase and the of 
the French. If he had told us this, it would 
not have been far from the truth. Robert 
Bakewell, of the Dishley far, in Leicestershire, 
conceived the idea of breeding a race of sheep, 
that would give as much meat at the end of 
oné year, as the old did at the end of three. 
He set about it. By the perseverance of a 
lifetime, he accomplished the object, made him. 
self rich, trebbled the profits of sheep farming 
throughout the midland counties, and gave 
England more wealth than their Australian 
gold will ever give. 

While Bakewell was doing this for the cen- 
tral regions, John Ellman commenced an op- 
eration equally favorable for the chalk hills of 
the south, which resalted in the establishment 
of the farmers’ Southdowns, so called from the 
downs (hills) on which they were first reared, 
though why those hills, which skirt nearly the 
whole south of England, are called Downs is 
more than we know, unless it be from the 
short, sweet, downy grass that grows upon 
them.

And yet we do not believe that @ protection 
on medigm and lower grades of wool, sufficient 
(0 quicken the hands of industry in every part 
of the land, would raise the price of these arti- 
cles sO mpch; and sure we are that it would 
give Us more MOney to bay with of one ano 
ther, than if the money for such articles is all to 
be sent to Other countries. 


We have heard a great many reasons why 
the grower of sheep, whose meat is needed 
among us, but will not alone quite remunerate 
the grower, should be turned off without a cent 
of proteetion on the wool, because not of the 
first quality; but all the reasons which we have 
heard seem to us just no reasons at all. Our 
reasoning is, that the meat of these large, beau- 
tifal, hardy sheep, which everywhere adorn the 
hills and valleys of Old Kagland, will almost 
remunerate the grower of them. If, then, he 
alone is not to go unprotected, he can make it 
a good business to grow them, for their meat 
and wool together, to adorn with them onr 
shores and river sides and lake coasts, and to 
make them as truly a source of national snpply 
and of general industry as the finer-wooled 
sheep better suited to higher and more inland 
situations. We believe that if there is one 
thing that should be protected inore than any 
other, if it be admitted that a government may 
care in any respect for the industries of the 
people, it is the fleece of these very sheep, 
which Lavergne considers the surest source of 
agricultural wealth, affording the best of food 
bat not the finest of wool, quickly growing, of 
bardy habit, and better suited to ioe 
of onr country than any other. 

We may have recorded too many of our own 
thoughts, where we promised interesting and 
important facts from Lavergne, but our read- 
ers shall hear more from him hereafter.— Amer- 
tcan Farmer's Magazine. 


How to Ger Frurr Trees Riaut.—In the 
Fall, October, take a branch of an apple or 
r tree, such as suits your taste, take off 
wo to third year’s growth, cut it smooth 
and rab it on a red hot iron so.as to scorch and 
shut the pores of the wood thoroughly ; then 
bury in the ground all bat the iast 's 
growth.

I have a tree near my door that ia nine 
eet high and well proportioned that I took 
from a graft four years ago ; to this rosin was 
applied, and whatever sprouts sprung up, the 
next sammer were bent down, sm became 
roots. We can get fruit considerably quicker 
this way than from soeds, and we know what 
we have growing, and when growing the whole 


tree is of the same kind, whatever sprout 
comes from the roots in after years can be 
transplanted without ing. In case of 
draught the first year, they should be watered.
